To see what discount the town will vote to make 
on taxes paid before a specified time. 
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10th. Tosee if the town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money, not to exceed twenty-eight dollars, for the 
decoration of soldiers’ graves, in said town, on the 30th 
of May next. 


llth. .To see if the town will vote to elect by ballot a 
Custodian of the Town Hall. 


12th. To seeif thetown will vote to authorize’ the 
Selectmen to purchase a Road Scraper. 


13th. To seeif the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway, commencing near Farwell’s Mills, and running 
in an easterly course, and intersecting with the highway 
running by Watson J. Walker’s to Unity.

Your committee in their report of schools will, as a 
matter of convenience, use the former numbers of dis- 
tricts in speaking of the different schools held in the town 
district. 

It has been the endeavor of the committee to secure 
able and efficient teachers. Our expectations in every 
case may not have been fully realized, but, taken asa 
whole, we feel that. our efforts have been attended with 
satisfactory results. ; 

No. 1. The summer term was taught by Miss Ellen H. 
Rogers, and the winter term by Miss Grace A. Jackman, 
teachers of large experience and long service. The earn- 
est interest shown in recitation and discipline by both 
teacker and scholar, in each of their respective terms, was 
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quickly perceptible to the visitor. Parents and scholars 
unanimously testify to satisfactory results attained, and 
speaking in the interest of schools, it isa loss when such 
teachers decide to change their vocation. The fall term 
was taught by Miss Carrie Houghton, her first experi- 
ence as a teacher. She seemed earnest in her efforts to 
make the school a success. 

No. 4. The summer term was taught by Miss Cathie 
Putnam of Lempster, N. H. Asa teacher Miss Putnam 
was earnest and faithful. The school made good progress. 
The fallterm by F. E. Way, Springfield, Vt. Mr. Way 
is a young man with good literary qualifications and has 
endeavored to make his school pleasant and profitable. 


No. 5. This school was favored with the services of 
Miss Emma Putnam for the summer and fall terms. Her 
discipline in the school room is excellent. The school 
when visited always appeared well. 


No.6. Twoterms of the school in this district were 
under the management of Miss Helen W. Farnum, Uni- 
ty, N. H. Miss Farnum’s qualifications fora teacher 
are good. Sheseemed untiring in her efforts to make the 
school successful. 


No.7. The summer and fall’ terms were taught by 
Miss Ada Perry. Miss Perry endeavored to do justice to 
- her school, and when visited by your committee it ap- 
peared well. The winter term was taught by Miss Em- 
ma Putnam who has had considerable experience in 
teaching. Her eflorts were attended with her usual suec- 
cess. Yourcommittee decided to unite the schools in 
Districts 5and 6 for the winter term and were fortunate 
in securing the services of Mr. Everett Ball of Bellows 
Falls. Mr. Ball brings to his aida cultured mind, and 
with zeal and pleasure he enters his work. Possessing 
force and skill, he explains the different points of science 
clearly and understandingly. Few schools display more 
thoroughness of instruction. 
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No.8 Thespring term was taught by Miss Myrtie L. 
Dunsmoor. This was her first term. Winter teri Was 
taught by Miss LizzieS. Houghton. This school has not 
been a success Owing to irregular attendance. 


No. ?. The summer term was taught by Miss Bellas. 
Albee (since deceased.) Conscientious and faithful in her 
duties, her school was orderly and pleasant. Winter term 
was taught by Mr. Robert Alexander. ‘The interest of 
the pupils in their studies was manifest, and at the close 
of theschool the exercises indicated a good degree of 

"progress. 


No. 10. This school was held in the room of a_ private 
house. An additional window is necessary if schools are_ 
to continue there. The one term of the year was taught 
by Miss Nellie L. Fisk, with no prior experience as a 
teacher. She cGertainly had the correct ideaas to the 
necessity of good government. Her scholars were quiet 
and studiousand their recitations well learned. 


No. ll. ‘‘SdJabes Meadow.’? The summer term was 
taught by Miss Anna Leighton, and the winter term by 
Miss Clara Carpenter. These teachers were earnest in 
their labors for the welfare of the school, and gave gener- 
al satisfaction. 


No. 15. Summer and fall terms were taught by Miss 
Grace A. Jackman. The teacher’s deep interest in her 
work and especially her methods of teaching the infant 
classes were highly commendable. Winter term was 
taught by Miss Carrie Houghton. This school retains its 
reputation as a model in orderand discipline. Fair ad- 
vancement in the studies are shown during the term. 


No. 14. This school was taught through the year by 
Miss Emma L. Dodge, and has made great improvement, 


| 
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The discontinuance of No. 12 and the union of Nos. 5 
and 6 for the winter term, are the only changes made dur- 
ing the year. It is very evident that under the present 
circumstances and condition of things, no practical trial 
of the new law can be obtained. In the southern section 
of the district, comprising the old districts Nos. 1, 11 and 
13, we find a decided objection to union, if either of the 
old houses are used for the school. On the other handa 
large majority are willing to unite in a suitable house 
provided for that purpose. (Probably thesame sentiment 
prevails in the other sections of the town districts.) It is 
generally admitted that the uniting of the above old dis- 
tricts would bea step in the right direction and possibly 
a graded school supported.

Your superintending school committee beg leave to re- 
port for the school year just closed. 

The first term of the schools was of ten weeks, com- 
mencing April 19th and closing June 25th. 

The second term was of twelve weeks, commencing 
August 3lst and ending November 19th. 

The third term was of eleven weeks, commencing De- 
cember 6th and closing February 18th. 

The total number of school weeks was 33. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The average number of pupils belonging tothe school 
was in the first term 21; the average daily attendance was 
19; in the second term, 19; average daily attendance, 18; 
in the 3d term, 18; average daily attendance, 12. 
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In the third term, in addition to those belonging to the 
school, two young ladies have recited with the first class 
in Latin. 


We call attention to the marked diminution in the num- 
ber of pupils during the third and most important, and 
and usually the most fully attended term of the school. 

This school has been in charge during the year of Mr. 
A. B. Crawford, M. A. The instruction has been of a 
high order. The requirements, however, have been in 
advance of the capacity of the scholars. We recommend 
that the prescribed course of study, which was for the 
two previous years scrupulously followed, bein the fu- 
ture, with such modifications as may from time to time be 
made by those in superintendance, strictly adhered to. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The average number of pupils belonging to this school 
was in the first term 26; theaverage daily attendance was 
25; in the second term, 88; average daily attendance, 36; 
in the third term, 41; average daily attendance, 39. The 
number in attendance and the age of the scholars, make 
this the most important school in the district. Parents 
who have children inthis transition stage of life, have 
reason to be thankful when a teacher is found who ean 
both maintain discipline, teach thoroughly, and win the 
confidence of those under her charge. Miss Eastman has 
showed herself possessed of the qualities thus indicated. 
The graduating class of twelve were at different times 
subjected to a rigid examination by members of the com- 
mittee, both orally and by tests in writing, and the results 
of the year’s work were found to be exceedingly satisfac- 
tory. The many friends present at the closing examina- 
tion cannot fail to confirm our good opinion both of the 
school and of the teacher: 
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NORTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


The average number of pupils belonging to the school 
was in the first term 30; the average daily attendance, 
29; in the second term, 26; average daily attendance, 25; 
in the third tern, 32; average daily attendance, 29. 


Miss Ellea Young, the teacher of the last term of the 
previous year, has been in charge of the school during 
the year now closed. Each successive term has shown 
marked improvement both in teaching and in school ad- 
ministration. Weareigxdebted to Normal School train- 
ing, by which Miss Youny has been qualified for her 
work, for some of these valanble results. The class which 
began reading with Miss Young delighted the large com- 
pany of parents and friends who were present at the close 
of the school, by their clearness of utterance and good 
tone and accent. The committee were especially grati- 
fied with the oral examination in Geography. 


SOUTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. 

Theaverage number of pupils belonging to the school 
was in the first term 3); the average daily attendance 
was 386; in the second term, 36; average daily attendance 
34; in the third term, 80; average daily attendance 27. 
The teacher during the first term was Miss Olive Ruth 
Bidwell, who rendered good service, but resigned to take 
another position. 


The teacher of the second and third terms was Miss 
Lois A. Hurd. Miss Hurd has shown herself deeply in- 
terested in her work and is energetic and painstaking. 
She has won the affection of parents and children, We 
are glad to report the marked and gratifying improve- 
ment in reading by all the classes in this school under 
Miss Hurd’s faithful teaching. The full attendance of 
visitors at the closing exercises was evidence of the inter- 
est felt both in the school and teacher.
